If writers and speakers on the human face 
have rightly set forth the science or physi- 
ognomy, the Sager face indicates strength, 
forcefulness and energy. The forehead is 
broad and high, and recedes slightly; the 
eyes are deep-set and small, and have 
width between them; the nose {s long, not 
very prominent, and with irregular lines; 
the smooth upper lip is long; the mouth 
is generous as to size and straight as to 
line; the chin would be a large one on a 
face of average size, but on the Sager 
face it Is not prominent and shows an in-

TO RECLAIM TEXAS LANDS. 


Elephant Butte Dam Near E] Paso Ex- 
pected to Work Wonders. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

EL PASO, Tex.. Oct. 22.—Engineers of 
the government reclamation service have 
decided to recommend the construction of 
Elephant Butte dam above here about 50 
miles and they assert that it will store 
enough flood water to reclaim the entire 
Mesilla valley above heer and 40,000 acres 
of lan in he El Paso valley below this 
city. 

This will do away with the necessity of 
constructing the pruposed § international 
dam at this point if the government ap- 
proves the project for the Elephant Butte 
dam, and it does all that it is claimed 
for 

It takes no appropriation from Con 
for this dam. as the general survey has 
funds on hand for such work in states 
where there are public lands, and New 
Mexico is one of these. The people whose 
lands are thus reclaimed then repay the 
government .for the cost of the dam in 
years.

PROPHET FORETOLD 
TRADE CONDITIONS

Samuel Benner of Ohio Has Caused 
Much Comment by His Accur- 
ate Predictions. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 22.—The remark- 
able way in which the trade conditions of 
the present year were foretold in last De- 
ecember of Samuel! Benner, a farmer of 
Dundas, has created much comment 
among the manufacturers of the country, 
particularly the steel men, who have for 
years given much weight to the prophe- 
cles made by the farmer sage. 

Benner has for many years been announc- 
ing, a year ahead of thge, the trend of 
trade, basing his prediction on the propost- 
tion that periods of finance and trade 
move in cycles and that, having once 
learned from the past the duration of the 
cycles, it was the easiest matter to foretell 
the provable course trade and financs 
would pursue in the future. He covers 
the conditione of steel, iron, grain and 
provisions, and has been so successful that 
steel men watch the predictions. 

Benner lays no claim to supernatural 
power, basing his predictions solely on 
lessons of the past. Addison Cammack, 
one of the great traders in Wall street, 
watched the prediction for many years, 
and during the later years of his ac- 
tivity in the market he was guided in 
his transactions by the predictions of 
the old man. During the early W's it 
is said that it was the prediction of Ben- 
ner that a cycle of high prices had come 
that induced Cammack to undertake a 
campaign which netted him $4,000,000. 
He believed that Benner had gained a 
foresight Into the economic laws g0vern- 


ing the world of trade.

WANTS HER MONEY 


For Many Years Fixico Has Waited 
for Her Share of “Loyal” 
Creek Lands. 


TRAVELS 30 MILES TO GET IT 


Lying on a Cot, She Gives Reminis- 
cences of Gen. Jackson and 
Seminole War. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OKMULGEE, Il. T., Oct. 22.—An Indian 
woman, who is so old that she clearly re- 
members the days when the Creek braves 
marched with Gen. Jackson to the Sem- 
inole war, Mes on a cot in a vacant store- 
room at Okmulgee, awaiting her turn to 
draw a share of the “loyal’’ Creek fund 
which is being disbursed by the United 
States government at that placa The rec- 
ords of the Dawes commission show that 
she is at least 106 years old and is the 
oldest living claimant of the Creeks who 
were loyal to the Union during the civil 
war. 

The woman's name is Fixico—in English 
Fixee—and she is a full-blopd Creek, liv- 
ing in the Indian town of Weogufke, Creek 
Nation, which has been her home for 70 
years. She was brought to Okmulgee from 
her home by a distant relative. She made 
the trip of over 30 miles on a cot, having 
been carried in that manner from her town 
to Spokogee in a buggy and from there in 
the baggage car of a passenger traih to 
her destination. She was borne into the 
room where the payment is being made 
by four men, who carried the cot into the 


to $50. She put in he 
Claim with the other “‘loyal’’ "Conde rr) 
years ago, and has been waiting patiently 
during the long years for her money. While 
She has waited, nearly every other origina] 
Claimant has died. Her skin is as dry as 
parchment. It is drawn over face and arms 
So tightly that it makes her look like a 
skeleton. Her eyes, although sunken far 
into the sockets, are bright. Her mind is 
clear and memory remarkable. 

Fixee, according to her Statements, Is 
50 old that she lost all count of her age. 
She can clearly remember that she was a 
grown woman at least 3 years old witlen 
she migrated with the other members of 
her tribe to Indian Territory in 1883, under 
the terms of the treaty of that vear. 
Among her earliest recollections are the 
scenes attending the war with the Semi- 
nole Indians when the Creeks assisted the 
United States government in subju ting 
that tribe. After the Seminoles iad book 
cornered in a narrow neck of land and 
were pamerenmy defeated Gen. Jackson se 
lected John Smith, one.of Fixee’s uncles, 
and her nephew, Takahley, to go into the 
Seminole camp with a message of peace. 
After Smith and Tekahley had ‘delivered 
their message and started on their return 
to the Creek camp, two bandit Seminoles 
fell on them and murdered them. This re- 
sulted In another outbreak and the war 
was continued for some time. 

The United States government, she said. 
transported the Cree to the west bank 
of the Mississippi and then left them to 
make their way on foot to the new Indian 
country. They started on foot, carrying 
their effects on ponies and camping each 
night beside some stream or on the pral- 
rie. They marched thus until their pro- 
visions gave out and they sto and 
planted fields of corn, walting until their 
crops were matured and gathered befote 
they proceeded on their journey. They 
often met hostile tribes on the way and 
were compelled to defeat them in battle 
before they could proceed. The aged woman 
told the interpreter that it was no uncOm- 
mon thing for wild animals to Invade the 
camp at night and kill some of their peo- 
ple. Oftentimes Indian braves who ven- 
tured too far into the forests on thelr 
hunts for deer and other gamé were at- 
tacked by wild beasts and sometimes they 
never returned to their tribe. Occasionally 
they came upon buffalo and brought back 
part of their carcasses, which were dried 
for fo 

After sojourning a while near Coweta 
the Indians of Fixee’s town or clan pro- 
ceed to Weokufree in the Creek nation, 
where their home has been down to the 
present day. 

During the 70 years that followed Fixee 
had never been outside of the borders of 
her own clan vunt!] a few davs ago, when 
she was brought on a cot to Okmulgee.

MISSOURIANS ARE CONVINCED

It’s a Plain Business Proposition That 
Startles by Its Simplicity Those 
Hearing It.

ARKANSAS CITY, Kan., Oct. 22.—The 
National Good Roads Association, in con- 
junction with the I’risco Good Roads Sipe- 
clal, has just finished a good roads cam- 
paign in Southwest Missouri. Missouri is 
sorely in need of good roads and every- 
whero the good roads people have been re- 
ceived with open arms and tremendous in- 
terest has been aroused at all stopping 


pointa. 
In Missouri conventions have been held 


at 10 of the principal towns along the 
Frisco line, at Rolla, Lebanon, Springfield, 
Monett, Neosho, Joplin, Webb City, Car 
thage, Clinton and Bolivar, and the good 
roads officials are highly pleased with the 
succees which has attended the conventions 
all along the line. The train is now in 
Kaneas, but will return to Missouri again 
and cover the eastern part of the state. 

PetItions are being received by the Na- 
tional Good Roads Association and the 
Frisco railroad every day from towns all 
over the state, asking that the train stop 
and4 hold conventions with them, but, as the 
time is Umited, only a certain number of 
places can be visited. 

There is no doubt as to the success of 
this movement in Missouri. The farmer 
realizes the necessity of good roads and 
wants them, but so far he has stood alone 
and helpless with no one to take the ini- 
tlative and with no state legislature to help 
him out. The Frisco special holds a con- 
vention with three main objects in view: 
Agitation, education and organization. 
When these have been accomplished it ‘ts 
in the hands of the people to secure the 
last link necessary to the ultimate success 
of the good roade movement legislation. 


Put Forward as 


Business Proposition. 

The good roads question is put before 
the farmers and townpeople as a plain 
business proposition and it is such a 
simple one that it startles them and they 
wonder, “Why didn’t we think of that 
before?” 

“The reason you people have no good 
roads,” said Mr. Moore, president of the 


National Good Roads Association, at the 
convention held in Wichita, Kan., “is be- 
cause you do not spend your money ju- 
diciously; you waste it. 

“According to the County Court here in 

Sedgewick County, you have had annual- 
ly about $15.928,. or $159,280 In: the last 
10 years, with which to build good 
roads; this should pay for the building 
of about 75 miles of first-class macadam 
road, and you haven't a mile of good 
road to show for It. I advise you to bond 
your country and build your roads imme- 
diately. You will then have the roads 
during the 40 or 60 years that you are 
paing for them.” 
It is not only the farmers who derive 
a benefit from the good public road, but 
every individual in the community where 
such a road exists, whether he live in the 
town or in the country. The Frisco saill- 
road is doing everything possible to get 
good roads along its line. At a conven- 
tion the other day, a Frisco official said 
that five months out of the year its 
freight cars were standing idle because 
the farmer could not get to the railway 
station with his produce. 

‘We are trying to settle people along our 
line.”’ he said, ‘‘we find that where we can 
settle ten people in district where there are 
good roads we can only settle one where 
there are bed roads.”’ 

The politiclans are all expresing them- 
selves in favor of good roads legislation, 
At every convention local politicians and 
congressmen are called upon to s k.

Head of Identification Bureau of Lon- 
don’s Famous Detective System En- 
tertains Prison Congress at Quincy 
With Specimens of His Work. 


DOES WONDERS WITH HIs 
FINGER TIP IMPRESSIONS 


Also Shows the St. Louis Chief a New 
Method by Which Prisoners Can 
Communicate With Their Friends 
by Letters. 


G@pecial to the Post- 

QUINCY, Ul, Oct. 22,.—Kennett Ferrier, 
the chief of the identification bureau of 
famous Scotland Yard, London, has been 
here this week attending the Nationa) Pris- 
on Congress, and has entertained the dele- 
gates frequently with Illustrations of his 
pkill. Even Chief of Detectives Desmond 
of St. Louls, himself a wise thief catcher, 
has seen something new at these entertain- 
. ments. 

One of Chief Ferrier’s hobbies is the 
identification of criminals by finger marks, 
and he showed the infallibility of this sys- 
tem. 

The impressions are taken on «a ‘copper 
plaie thinly covered with printer’s ink and 
the inked finger tops are then pressed 
lightly upon paper. From the paper the 
impressions are magnified and photo- 
graphed and filed away for record. 

In general groups the impressions are di- 
vided into four forms, the loop, the arch, 
the tent or bell, and the whirl or circle. 
These are subdivided and classified more in 
detail and the whole story of the finger 
marks is told on a chart that an expert 
can read at a glance. With the aid of a 
subclassification of the general classifica- 
tion he can pick out in a few minutes any 
duplicate of a finger print of which he has 
a@ récord., 

A peculiarity of the finger mar Is that 
it never changes. The finger mark of a 
child remains unchanged through al] the 
years of its life. It may be recalled that Pui- 
d’'n Head Wilson, tn Mark Twain's story, 
discovered that babies had heen exchanged 
and that on the principle that blood will 
tell the baby that had the good bringing 
up turned out to be an ingrate and po!troon 
while the other, without any advantages in 
early life. turned out to be every inch a 
man. The fact that the exchange had been 
made was finally discovered by Pudd'n 
Head Wiledn through a comparison of the 
finger marks, impressions of which he had 
taken of the two boys while they were in- 
fants, with impressions taken during the 
action of the story. And few persons be- 
Meved it possible. They thought it one of

Mr. Ferrier told of a criminal convicted 
in the north of England who, on being dis- 
oharged on “licenge,” or what is known 
here as parole, violated tho rules and dis- 
appeared. He wag afterwards found in 
London and arrested as a suspect. On the 
way from police station to jail he man- 
aged to pull off the metal point of one of 
- his shoes laces and tn his cell he used it in 


mutilating his finger tips. This was done 
in order that identification by finger a 


pressions might not be possible. The fin- 
gers healed and impressions of them were 
taken and copies sent to the police depart- 
ments of the cities of England. By them 
his identification was established and he 
wae sent back to the north .of England, 
hundreds of miles away, to the scene of 
his original crimesa and thrown into prison 
to serve out Als sentence. Nature restores

Mr. Ferrier tells that only two in ten 
persons have one point in common in their 
thumb marks, for Instance: only two in a 
hundred have two points in common; only 
two in 1000 have three marks in common;

fn 100,000 have five In common. This ts only 
with one digit and there are ten on the 
human hands. It will be seen that when a 
duplicate can be found for an impression 
and the identity of the owner of the dupli- 
cate is known there can be no possibility 
of an error being made, The proof is pos- 
itive and unquestionable

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WOMAN GOMPANION OF 
BANDIT ROSE PLEADS 
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Survivors of Desperate Battle in Pine Street House Tell 
Their Stories at Coroner’s Inquest, Conducted With 
Big Revolvers on the Table. 


The coroner's jury, after hearing the 
Restimony of a large number of witnesses, 
Soncluded yesterday afternoon that Ed Hose 


wal killed by Detective Thomas Dwyer and 
that Detectives John Shea and Thomas 
Dwyer were killed by William Morris. 

The inquest consumed four hours. It was 
conducted by Coroner Funkhouser. Eight 
big revolvers’ belonging to the detectives 
e@né the crooks and 300 cartridges taken 
from the rooms occupied by the crooks at 
1824 Pine street were on a table during the 
inquiry. 

Harry Vaughn, alias Adams, who was 
mrrested before the fight and beaten be- 
cause he tried to get away, was there in 
fhe custody of Detective -Lee Killian. 

Effie Rose was the first witness. She 
wald she had been married twice, but had 
mot been divorced from .hér first husband, 
whose name was Eaves. She denied that 
she knew Rose was an ex-convict. Morris 
and Vaughn paid their room rent to her, 
she said, and she paid the housekeeper the 
rent for both rooms. 

Detective Joseph H. James told of seeing 
Morris enter a fruit store on Fourteenth 
g@treet, of his being shadowed to the house 
et 1324 Pine street, of the watching of the 
house and thse capture of Harry Vaughn, 
gust after he left the house Friday after- 


noon, the battle which ensued when the 
other four officers went to the house and 
of his beating Vaughn into submission 
when he tried to get away during the 
fight. 

Edward B. Boyle, a Kansas City detec- 
tive, testified that when Shea, McCluskey 
and Dwyer went to the door of the room 
occupied by the crooks, he kept on back 
through the hall to prevent either of the 
men escaping the back way. When he 
heard the shooting, he said, he went to 
the room and carried Shea out, and then, 
after ascertaining from Jdmes that none 
of the crooks had gone out the front way, 
he went into the room and found the two 
dead men and the two wounded men lying 
on the bed and on the floor. 

Coroner Funkhouser read to the jury a 
conféssion made by Vaughn to Chief of 
Detectives Desmond, in which he said he 
and the other two were getting ready to 
‘pull off some jobs,’ but denied that any 
definite arrangements had been made. 

The testimony of the many other wit- 
nesses added little to what was known. 
Quite a number of them had been rounded 
up by the detectives with the supposition 
that they might know somiething about the 
crooks. | 

The jury was out only a short time. A 
separate verdict was returned in each case. 
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OINCINNATI POLICE BELIEVE VAUGHN IS 
“NEW YORK HARRY,” SOUTHERN TERROR

CINCINNATI, Oct. 22.—It ts believed by 
the Cincinnati. police that Harry H. 


Vaughn, the suspect afrested just. before. 


St. Louis detectives began their fatal bat- 
tle with Morris and Rose Friday after- 
moon, is ‘“‘New Yerk Harry,” alias Harry 
" O'Dowd, alias Graham, charged by his 
former pals, “Butch John" Hendricks and 
Frank Duncan. the fatter’ a Covington 
man, with shooting two Birmingham po- 
i liceman, for whose mufder ‘“‘Dutch John’ 
Was hanged in Alabama and Dunean is now 
serving a life sentence in the Alabama pen- 
itentiary. 
“New York Harry,” ‘“‘Dutch John” and 
Duncan were members of a gang whose 
gafe robberies and other criminal acts ter- 


rorized Alabama, Tennessee, Georgia, Flor- 
ila and Kentucky. In May, 19038, the gang 
blew open and robbed the safe of the 
Standard Oj] Co:, at Birmingham, and as 


they were trying to escape met a detail of 
policeman. Two of the officers were killed. 
Wutch John’ and Duncan were capt red. 
“New York Harry’’ escaped. ‘‘Dutch John’”’ 
was hanged. On the gallows he declared 
that ““‘New York Harry” killed the mén for 
whose murder he was being executed. 
Duncan was sentenced to the penitey- 
tilary for life. His wife had fine steel sar; 
concealed in a pair of shoes sent him from 
Cincinnati, and with these he cut his way 
out of prison. He was captured in Floge 
da after a long search and taken back to 
complete his sentence. Now he also de- 
clares that “‘New York Harrv’’ shot the 
two policemen. Both ‘‘New York Harry’’ 
and Duncan are well known to the Cincin- 
nati police. 
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“DIAMOND SPECIAL” ROBBERY, IN 
WHIOH MORRIS LED, A UNIQUE JOB 


The Harvey, Ill., train robbery, to lead- 
ership in which Morris confessed yester- 
Gay, was unique but highly successful. 
The robbers, four in number; made no ef- 
fort to rob the express or mail cars, which 
@s a rule are the first to be attacked. At 
Harvey they swung on one of tthe sleepers, 
captured the train crew and Pullman por- 
fers and conductors, and began a system- 
@tic robbery of the passengers. 

All four of the men were masked as they 
entered the car, bufthe thandkerchief over 
the face of Morris, the leader, sipped or 
Was torn off and he made no further ef- 
fort to conceal his face.

The leader of the robbers threatened him 
with a hatchet and forced him to hold up 
bis hands, submit to robbery and march 
with the robbers.

Leonard Christman of St. Mary’s, Canada 
and William Toolan of Lansing, Mich., 
were beaten with the butts of revolvers 
when they did not submit to robbery with- 
out protest.

in the woods and disappeared. 

Detectives and police searched for them 
diligently, and there was a suspicion that 
they had come to St. Louis. It was this 
suspicion which was communicated to 
Special Officer James and which led him 
to look for Rose's boarding house, where 
Morris and Vaughn were found, and where 
the deadly battle was fought.

Rosenauer is a painter. He passes the 
morgue every day, and yesterday passed 
in a street car and aaw the o@ wd around 
the morgue, but did not know the dead 
body of the man named Rose was then his 
brother. 

After reading the pers during the day 
he decided to investigate, and last night 
was positive the man was his brother. 
A remarkable reaemblance axisted 'be- 
tween the two men, and their features 
are identical in mrany respects. 

When Rosenauer leaned over the body of 
hie brother in the morgue the crowd 
gathered close and commented on the re- 
semblance. 

Rosenauer was taken to Chief of Detec- 
tives Desmond, whom he told all he knew 
of his brother. 

Rose was convicted of murdering a man 
July 4, 1898, near a flat boat of the South 
Side Hunting and Fishing Club at the foot 
of Cherokee street. A fish fry, ball and‘ 
celebration was being held, and late at 
night a body of a man that had been 
hacked to pleces with knives used to cut 
the fish, was found. 

He was pardoned! after serving two 
years, and returned to St. Louis. His 
mother lives at 3146 Ohio avenue, and he 
has two brothers and six eisters, severa! 
of whom are at home.

HENRY J. PANZER THE VICTIM 
He Had Worked Years to Discover 


New Brewing Process and Met 
Disappointment. 


Disappointed and embittered because he 
failed of receiving the reward which he 
deemed his due for having discovered a 
process for brewing non-alcoholic beer, 
Henry J. Panzer destroyed all records o7? 
his discovery and then ended his life 

Once he had been prosperous. He became 
a slave to the beverage which created his 
Prosperity, however, and lost his position 
as manager of a brewery. He then turned 
his attention to the discovery of non-alco- 
holic beer, for his own good and the good 
of mankind, 

After persistent effort he announced that 
he had a process for making non-intoxi- 
cating beer. In the meantime, however, 
he had spent all of his savings on experi- 
ments. 

Panzer made efforts to sell his secret. 
for which he asked $30,000, and several 
times he was on the point of selling it, 
but each time negotiations fell through 


partly because of the suspicious jealousy 
with which Panzer guarded it. 


At last he became embittered and mnade*% 


no further attempt to dispose of it. Twice 
himself, once with 
strychnine and once by turning on ee 
gas, but he was saved each time. 
Friday he went through his papers at his 
room and destroyed everything pertaining 
his discovery. hen he went 
to Benton Park and swallowed carbolie 
acid and yesterday morning he was found 
dead leaning against a grotto by Jacob 
Reuter, one of ‘the park employes.

DIVORCE CANON IS 


~ NOT YET SETTLED === 


'|Episcopal Bishops Determined to 


Force Closer Restrictions on 
Remarriage. 

BOSTON, Oct. 22.—At the close of the fif- 
teenth day of the Episcopal general con- 
vention, the house of bishops and house 
of deputies were still at variance on the 
question of marriage and divorce, the bish- 
ops having declined to accept without 
amendment the compromise adopted by the 
deputies on Thursday. 

The amendment to the divorce canon orig- 
inally agreed upon by the bishops forbade 
the remarriage of any divorced person, the 
deputies declining to alter the old canon. 

As a compromise, the deputies later, by 
an almost unanimous vote, amended the 
original canon so that the innocent person 
could not be remarried in the church with- 


in one year. The house of bishops also 
amended the compromise so that the bish- 
op of a diocese will not be required to 
issue a license for the remarriage of the 
innocent person, even should the court evi- 
dence be satisfactory, but will be merely 
called upon to declare in writing that in 
his judgment the case of the applicant 
conforms to the requirements of the canon.

“Take out of the tariff everything that 
Hamilton did not include in his report and 
the alliances of special interests which the 
tariff represents would be shattered in 
fragments.

Hamilton’s Idea 
of Protection. 


4n his+«report Hamilton enumerated a 
number of manufacturing industries as al- 


ready established in the United States in 
nis time. Among these, were leather, iron 
and steel, copper and brass tiles and pot- 
‘ery, wood, paper, hats, carriages of all 
sinds, and most articles of personal cioth- 
ig and household use. These, he says, 

nave grown up and flourished with a 
apidity which surprises, affording an en- 
Quraging assurance of success in other 
ranches of manufactures.’ 

“If these branches had grown up and 
ourished with surprising rapidity 113 vears 
#0, what just claim on extravagant gov- 
ernment bounties can they advance naw. 
Aithough Hamilton is usually cited as the 
founder of the system, it really began be- 
fore him. The first tariff’ bill was passed 
in 1789. As originally reported, it was a 
tariff for revenue only. 

“Mr. Madison was opposed to protection 
on principle, but he yielded in some par- 
ticulars to the advocates of that doctrine, 
so that his bill became a for rev- 
enue with some slight increase in the pro- 
tecu.0on, the average rate of duty Sing 
5% per cent ad valorem. All of our tariffs 
until 1816 were of this sort and the argu- 
ment used to support the very moderate 
protective features was substantially the 
same as that of Hamilton already men- 
tioned. It was coupled also with the argu- 
ment, on Which Hamilton had laid great 
stress, that the competition of domestic 
manufacturers would reduce the prices of 
goods and prevent anything like monopoly. 

“He did not foresee the combination of 
the present day, organized to do away with 
competition. ° 

“The war of 1812 and the embargo acts 
which accompanied it stopped {mportation 
for the time being, having the effect of 
prohibitory tariff. When the war came 
to an end and the protected classes were 
again subjected to the competition wich 
they had before successfully met, they de- 
manded more protection and they got it. 
The tariff was advanced 24% per cent av- 
erage and then by leaps and bounds till 
1828, when it reached 43 per cent. The lat- 
ter has passed into history as the ‘tariff 
of abominations.’ 


Clay Condemned 
Perpetual Protection. 


“It was followed by Clay’s compromise 
tariff of 1833, which reduced duties by a 


sliding scale extending over a number of 
years to 20 per cent. Mr. Clay was at that 
era, and, indeed. during his who.e publit 
life, the standard bearer of the ‘American 
system’ of tariff protection, and | wish to 
recall some words that he used In a de- 
bate in the Senate in 1838, justifying_his 
course in advocating this tariff reduci%n. 
He said: 

‘“*No one, Mr. President, in the com- 
mencement of the protective policy, ever 
supposed that it was to be perpetual. We 
hoped and believed that temporary protec- 
tion extended to our infant manufactures 
would bring them up and enable them to 
withstand competition with those of 
Europe. If the protected policy were ene 
tirely to cease in 1842, it would have ®x- 
isted 26 years from 1816, or 18 from 1824, 
quite as long as at either of these periods, 
its friends supposed might be necessary. 
“Mr. Clay here voiced the prevatlin 
opinion of the country that the protecte 
trades were no longer in a state of infancy. 
In fact, the infant industry argument was 
then superseded by the pauper labor argu- 
ment. It was now contended for the first 
time that the tariff should be used to com- 
pensate the American producer for the 
higher wages that h&had to pay. as com- 
pared with his foreign competitors. As 
this argument has done great service, a:- 
though now quite threadbare, I will dweil 

os it a moment. 

Ate aanuch as the law puts the tariff ben- 
efits exclusively in the hands of ths capi- 
talist and provides no means for giving the 
wage-worker his share, the system virtual- 
lv savs: ‘Let the government take care of 
the rich and the rich will take care of the 
wor.” 

: “It fe a short step, then, to say: “Let the 
government take care of everybody'—a doc- 
trine abhorred of all sound thinkirg men. 
Rut it is not true that greatly enlarged 
profits ure on that account divided among 
the workmen helping to produce them. The 
advances in wages is not due as a rule to a 
desire on the part of the employer to share 
profits with his workmen, but rafher to 
the organization of the workmen. 

“Protection did not come to an end, how- 
ever, in 1842. On the contrary, it Was aug- 
mented in that year from 20 per cent to 3 
per cert. The next tariff, enacted in 1546, 
was a reduction to 22 per cent—the Walker

“The views which Senator Sherman here 
expressed and which many other Repubil- 
can statesmen entertained, gained such as- 
cendancy in the councils of the party that 
a plan for revision of the tariff was + 
a distinctive feature of President Arthnig 
administration. With the sanction of a pro- 
tectionist Con ss, a commission was ap- 
pointed for th urpose in 1882, consisting, 
with one exception of the chosen repre- 
aciutatives of the protected industries.

“The commission also reported a bill 


which they said would make an average 
reduction of 20 to 25 per cent in the rates 
of duty. The protected interests, which 
had previously giyen their consent and 
support to the commission, now sud- 
denty changed front. They went fo 
Washington, killed the commission Dill 
and caused Congress to pass another in 
its place. It was framed in a conference 
committee, in secret. It was never con- 
sidered in detail in either house of Con- 
gress.

“Instead of reducing duties 20 or 30 
per cent, as the commission had recom- 
mended, this bill increaged the average 
rate on dutiable~goods from 41.35 per 
to 45.86 per cent.

“Notwithstanding the betrayal of public 
interests which it involved and the clan- 
destine manner of its enactment, this 
tariff was more moderate than the subse- 
quent McKinley tariff of 1890, or the Ding- 
ley tariff now in force. The average rate 
of the former as shown by the importa- 
tions of 1892 was 48.71 ar cent on dutia- 
ble goods. The dutiable importations of 
the last fiscal year ended June 30. 1904 
were $536,940.590, and the duties contained 
with $230,904,119, which is an average rate 
of 55 per cent. 

‘To this condition we have come at 
last. Beginning with a tariff of 8% per 
cent in 1789, when many of our industries 
were realbly infants, we have by successive 
steps reached a scale of over 50 per cent, 
while the industries themselves have be- 
come colossal. 

“Hamilton said that the fron and steel 
industry was already in a flourishing con- 
dition in his time. He was willing, never- 
theless, to give 7% per cent of protection 
to steel. It now has $7.84 per ton but 
exacts $28 from. American purchasers. It 
is enabled by the tariff to do this, for 
without the tariff it would be obliged to 
sell rails at home for the price at which 
they could be imported. merican rafi- 
ways are thus compelled to pay $7.84 per 
ton more than a fair price; that is, $7.84 
more than the price at which somebody 
else would supply them. : 
“Why do the railroads submit to such 
extortion? Why do they temain quiet? 
Why do they not establish rolling mills 
and make thir own rails? Surely. the 
difference of $7.84 per ton, or 40 per cent, 
is a sufficient inducement to do so. 

“I cannot answer this question, but if 
the leaders of the steel rail industry are 
also the control'ers of those railways which 
arefstrong enough to defend themselves 
against extortion the mystery is explained. 
In such a case the profits eo into the 
pockets of the controllers of the railways 
in the capacity as producers, while the 
shareholders of raitroads and the ceneral 
public pay the difference. The tariff lends 
itself to this sort of grab game. and if the 
men who command the large capital do not 
avail themselves of their opportunity they 
are not so shrewd as they are generally 
supposed to be. 


Areuments That 
Have Dropped Out. 


“I cherish no grudges against men be- 
cause they are rich nor do I greatly blame 
them for taking the profits which unjust 
laws throw in their way,. but I protest 
against the unjust laws. I protest against 
the men who make them and who ‘stand 
pat’ whenever anybody proposes to re- 
peal or modify them. 

“The labor argument for the tariff has 
for the most part dropped out of sight. 
Industries that compete with foreign mar- 
kets no longer have the audacity to Say 
that the difference of wages prevents them 
from competing on equal terms in the 
American market, 

‘‘In place of pauper labor argument an@ 
the infant industry arguments heretofore 
noted, the home market argument has 
been substituted and is now relied on so 
far as any arguments are used. This as- 
sumes that without the tariff and indeed 
without the 53 per cent Dingitey tariff. we 
should have no home market for the farm- 
ers’ products nor for any other products. 
“This {1s a bogy to frighten children. 


So childish is it, in view of what Ham- 
iIton told us of the flourishing condition 
of large branches of manufacturing in 
dustry more than a century ago, and of 
all that has transpired. since, that no 
answer to it is required. The bare state- 


ment of such an argument carries its_ 
‘own refutation. 


“What happened under the low tariffs 
of 1846 and 1857? Was there any lack 
of a home market then? On the contrary, 
Senator Morrill of Vermont, the father of 
the Morrill tariffs of the war period, said 
in a public debate that the year 1860, 
which fell within this period, was one 
of the most prosperous in our history. 
This is also the testimony of Prof. 
Taussig in his tariff istory of 
United Btates. not alon® to the year 
but as to that period generally. The 
same authority tells us that our cot- 
ton spinning industry never grew more 
rapidly or prospered more than under 
the Walker tariff of 1846. 

“The truth is that the tariff bene- 
ficiaries and the ‘stand-patters have 
abandoned arguments. They virtually 
say to.us now that a high protective 
tariff is a good thing, per se. and ought 
to last forever. and by this they mean 
the present Dingley tariff. So far have 
the old arguments been abandoned that 
it ja not necessary now for a particular 
industry. in order to get protection. to 
show that it cannot stand alone and 
make fair profits on its own merits. 

“A few years ago a large denosit of 
borax was found in California. The own- 
era of it forthwith advertised that they 
could produce bofax at such low rates as 
to undersell the world. as was the fact.

A Reply to 
Party Bluff. 


“‘Well, what of it?’ our opponents may 
ask. An answer is supplied by the tar- 
iff commission of 1883, whose words I 
have quoted. They add that a reduction 


of duties were due as ‘a measure of jus- 
tice to consumers.’ 

‘A duty which does not ratre the price 
of the article to the consumer of its ob- 
ject and is therefore needless for purposes 
of protection. If it does artificially raise 
thé price, then the consumer pays the dif- 
ference which, as Hamilton said, is the 
same thing as a bounty to the producer. 
These bounties are piling up mountain 
high. They are paid by the peopie. ‘The 
beneficiaries, having induced the govern- 
ment to shut out foreign competition, form 
trusts and combinations to stifle domestic 
competition. 

“Not all the trusts and combines are 
founded on the tariff, but most of them 
are. Their continued existence and their 
mode of self-perpetuation tead to the be- 
lief that the country is no longer gov- 
ered by principles but by interest: ‘he 
most effective remedy that can be applied 


to reduce the tariff rates.

Chairman of Commission Says Public 
Does Not Care for Natives With 
American Clothes On. 


Dr. W. P. Wilson, chairman of the Phil- 
ippine commission, says World’s Fair vis- 
itors will not pay to see Igorrotes, Negritos, 
Moros and Bagobos “‘with clothes on” and 
he has decided thaf they shall be exhibited 
largely in their native attire, despite the 
approach of winter. 

He says this will be effected without en- 
dangering the health of the little brown 
inen and women, by inclosing their huts 
and cottages, heating them properly and 
then permitting them to disport themselves 
as they have been doing during the summer 
months. 

“We have had the Filipinos wearing 
shoes and stockings and coats, vests, 
trousers and hats for the past three days, 
and the visitors seemed to lose all inter- 
est in them. In his glossy coat of brown 
the Igorrote and the Negrito was attrac- 
tive. In a misfit suit of American archi- 
tecture the attractiveness is lost. 

“I have already issued orders for inclos- 
ing ihe theater in the Negrito village and 
no matter how cold it is next week, 
think the Negritos will be able to give 
tneir summer exhibition.” 

Dr. Wilson will sever active connection 
with the Philippine ecommission Nov. 1. 
Dr. Gustave Niederlein and A. L. Lawsche 
of the Philippine commission will manage 
the Philippine exhibition during the last 
month of the World's Fair. 

Dr. Niederlein will probably have charge 
of the returning of the exhibits to the Shh. 
ippines. wr. Wilson says there are articles 
to the value of $40,000 in the exhibit, loaned 
by individuals and institutions in the Phil- 
ippines. and Dr. Niederlein will have 
charge of the returning of these articles. 

Dr. -vilson will remain in 8t. Louis until 
the close of the Exposition. He says he 
will put in the time seeing the Exposf3®n 
and, incidentally, arranging to secure ‘cer- 
tain of the exhibits for the Philadelphia 
Museum, of which he is the head. Dr. 
Wilson says he desires to secure princl- 
pally raw products and fibers of foreign 
countries, such as might be imported for 
use in America.

Chief of Crooks Looks Like Million- 
aire, While Accomplice Is Less 
Prepossessing. 

“Big Ed” Rice, who looks like a well- 
fed millionaire, and George Shine, who 
looks, in spite of excellent clothes, like a 
crook, two of the most versatile bank 
sneaks and confidence men known to the 
police of America and Europe, were ar- 
rested yesterday at the National Bank of 
Commerce, Broadway and Olive street. 

Rice was in line waiting, evidently, to 
cash a check; Shine was near him, but, 
according to the police, not in line. Both 
men had been ‘“‘spotted’’ by detectives, 
.who, when they saw “Big Ed” in the line 
‘before the paying tefller’s window, began 
‘to close in for arrest. 

Bhine recognized thelr purpose and ran. 
The negto porter of the bank joined the 
| detectives in the chase, and a crqgd of 
300 persons followed them to Broadway, 
across Olive and north. A _ policeman 
joined the search and Shine was soon 
captured. 

Rice remained inside the bank, calm and 
smiling behind the impressive short gray 
beard that gives him a resemblance to 
King Edward. He made no further prog- 
ress toward the pdying teller, for detec- 
tives took him in charge with Shine. 

Both men were as well dressed as any- 
body else in the bank, and looked as busi- 
ness-like. The police aay they had dressed 
for the occasion. The night before they 
had registered at the Southern Hotel, Rice 
as Frank Law of Columbus, O., and Shine 
as John Brown of Pittsburg. They did 
not appear to be together, and were 4as- 
signed to different rooms. Each had a 
suitcase with him. 

Rice, when arrested, esmilingly assured 
the officers that a mistake had been made; 
Shine sullenly declared he hadn't done 
anything. They were loaded into a patrol 
wagon and started toward the Four 


Courts. 
Caught Chewing 


on Meal Ticket. 

Presently Rice began nonchalantly to 
chew something. A policeman in the wa 
gon with him thought he was trying to 
destroy the check which it was suspected 


he had intended to pass. The paper was 


taken from him. 
It was a Southern hotel meal ticket. 


Rice was evidently trying to throw the 
officers off his track by oconcegling hh 


stopping place. 
The reason for this effort was learned 


later, when detectives searched the rooms 


occupied by the two men. In each suit- 
case was a quantity of keys and hundreds 
of blank checks and notes of different 
ban 


ks. 

At the Four Courta, both men persisted 
in declaring that they were not criminals. 
The Bertillon system was brought into 
use, and the rogue’s gallery showed pho- 
tographs of both. Then the men weakened, 
Rice smiled blandly and affably; Shine 
giowered. 

Detectives, both of St. Louls and from 
other cities, say Rice and Shine have 
been in the neighborhood of Delmar Gar- 
den for sever weeks, but this is the 
first time they have ventured within the 
city limits, They are confident that they 
were planning a big “job” and that their 
visit to the Bank of Commerce was a part 
of the plan. 

The we men are essentially different 
in their appearance, notwithstanding that 
both were dresed in the height of mascu- 
line fashion. Rice is fat, comfortable 
looking and of disti ished face, with 
genial good humor shining out of his 
shrewd eyes. The police say his emile and 
twinkle have separated many men "hol 
their money, and are a valuable par oF 
his stock in trade as a confidence man. 
Shine has a receding chin, a brow that is 
not high, and a sullen look. The ice 
say Rice plans and Shine does the ‘ vy 
work.”"’ Rice is the “boss,”’ as his mil- 
lionaire look would indicate; Shine te the 
employe, as his subservient look would in- 
dicate. 

Both men have international reputations 
as crooks, but Rice is famed as more 
clever and daring. On one occasion, it is 
charged, Rice used a linen duster as an 
aid in working his smoothest game. - 
ed in his duster, he walked into a big New 
York bank one day at‘ the noon hour and 
went to work as a clerk. He worked 
busily, and when he found his opportunity 
quietly «lipped away. With him, and 
stowed away In the folds and pockets of 
the inemn duster were a considerabie 
quantity of the bank’s money and ne«o- 
tiahle securities. 

There is no direct charge againat elther 
of the men. They are held on supicion 
and on general principies. The detectives 
are firm in their belief that by the arrest 
of the two men they frustrated the bic-

HILE we are too gallant to gloat

ter, every man feels that some 
Slight mention should be made of the fact 
that the acknowledged beauty of the 
Loulsiana Purchase Exposition is a man. 

In this streuous age, when we are all 
busy—the men with working and the wom- 
en with dressing—it is easy for us to for- 
get just which of the sexes is the better 
looking. 

The World's Fair affords an opportunity 
for a show-down in this, as in many 
matters, and the answer is Chief Bolon 
ot the Bagobos, one of the tribes from the 
Philippines.

It is not wewn that he is to receive 


any substantial reward for his distinction, 
but if the Exposition company does uot 
decorate him with a valuable medal it 
is the intention of the better class of men 
at the Fair to make up a cash prize for 
the chief as an expression of their gratl- 
tud« to him for proving, once for all, a 
little contention they have been making 
to their wives all along. 

No sane man, of course, is silly enough 
to want to be called pretty, but the mascu- 
line sense and appreciation of the beautl- 
ful has not been wholly lost, and every 
self-respecting man likes to fee] that his per- 
sonal appearance commands some admira- 
tion sirictly upon its physical merits. The 
degree to which men like to be flattered 
in this respect varies a great deal. Many 
men do not object to being told in plain 
terms that they are hanasome; others [eel 
that the flatterer is insincere if the com- 
pliment is made stronger than ‘“govd 
lovking;’> another considerable element of 
men appreciate it when they are told that 
they “leok fine,’’ and, knowing that any- 
thing more highly-colored would not be 
true, they accept it with some gratitude 
as an honest criticism upon their looks; 
perhaps the largest element of men is 
that which, knowing it can lay claim to 
nothing in the other direction, likes to 
be told of a resemblance to some man 
like Lincoln, who, while far from hand- 
some, Was great enough to give a com- 
plimentary color to the discovery of such a 
vraisembiance. 

Of course, there is a sissy class, which 
loves to be called pretty, but these dv .ot 
technically come under the heading, ‘‘Men.”’ 


HOW MEN FELL BEHIND. 


AS Civihzauon has aavanced and men 
have done less hunting and loating and 
more work, their dress has lost its bar- 
baric splendor, and they have been content 
to walk about as their unadorned Selves. 
On the other hand, women, being reiieveu 
from the role of household breadwinners 
by civilizing influences which took this bur- 
den from their shoulders and placed it upon 
the shoulders of their husbands, have cast 
aside the simple skins in which they were 
wont to dress, and have blossomed out into 
a@ sartoriul etflorescence. 

This, briefly. will perhaps account for the 
singuiar fact that if one asked, prior to 
the Fair, which of the sexes was better 
lcoking, the answer would have almost in- 
variabiy favored the women. This was so 
because, by dint of a revolutioary era 
which made the men go to work and en- 
abled the women to dress and then some, 
women habitually went about fixed up to 
kill, creating, even in the minds of un- 
thinking men, an impression that the wom- 
en excelled the men in beauty. 

‘In fact, this was such a prevalent idea 
that the average person did not suppose 
there was anything to it. 

Thinking mer ‘ooked to the Fair for the 
remedy. They knew that as sure as the 
private flag of D. R. F. waved over the 
‘Administration building to inform the pho- 
tographers that he ly in and at the.r 
gervice, there would be a beauty show down 
at the Fair, and that when the score was 
announced the men would have to slip out 
to the nearest bar and have one on the 
Giscomfiture of the women. 

This expectation came true about two 
months ago. 

About two months ago the Bagobos ar- 
rived from the Island of Mindanao. They 
lived tn a remote part of the island, and 
were a wild people who were not exactly 
panting to come to St. Louis. It took per- 
suasion covering many months to get them, 
and they were the last of all the Malays to, 
come over to the Fair. 


The Bagobos were accompanied by one 
ie their principal chiefs—Bolon. 

Bolon made the World’s Fair sit up and 
take notice. 

He was the peacockiest, proudest, 
handsomest biped that ever strode the 


earth. 

He had Adonis skinned and salted down. 
He made Apollo look like a stuffed tomato. 
He had a profile that made Lillie Langtry’s 
famous profile look like a broadside view 
of a plece of sidemeat. He had a form 
that would have driven. the Athenian 
shape worshipers mad with joy. He had a 
head of hair that made the boasted scalp 
adornment of one of the Sutherland s#is- 
ters look like a wisp of asparagus, 

He was a picture. 

There was nothing over at the Fine Arts 
Palace that could touch him. For a few 
days people kept the path between the 
Bagobo Village and the Fine Arts Palace 
smoking hot with their running back and 
forth comparing him with some of the 
Edenic paintings exhibited by the French 
artists. 

The verdict was that Bolon stood in a 
class of his own. 

No painter's imagination had ever mount- 
ed so high. Man or woman, there was 
not a picture of the human form divine 
that had any right to be on the beach 
when Bolon was bathing. 

Bolon was young. Less than thirty, he 
was in the prime of his glorious youth. 
Ile dressed in a way that was at once 
simple and gorgeous—such a blending of 
the two, fn fact, as none but a Bagobo 
could devise.

His vogue took root and flourished like

Only Bolon can criticise beauty because, 
being the fanclest and peacockiest of all 
human beings, his own beauty cannot be 
questioned.

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The American Smelting and Refining Co., one of the 
| “seven greater industrial trusts,” publishes in the current 
number of the Engineering and Mining Journal @ sum- 
mary report of ite year’s operations, along with a map of 
the United States on which the plants of the companies, 
once independent, but now under its control, are shown by 
circles. There are three of these circles in Massachusetts, 
four in New York, three in New Jersey, two in Penn- 
sylvanin, one in Maryland, three in Ohio, seven in Illinois, 
six in Missouri, two in Kansas, two in Nebraska, one in 
Minnesota, seventeen in Colorado, and so on to the Paeific 
Ocean. The total number of plants of which this company 
has gained control since the passage of the existing tariff 
law is reported at 121, partly controlled by being incor- 
porated in the trust itself and partly by allied trusts and 
companies in combination with it. The total capitalization 
thus represented is reported at $201,550,000, and the trust's 
own stocks and bonds at $100,920,000. 

It reports a highly satisfactory year, which enables it 
to declare dividends of $3,500,000 on its preferred stock 
and $1,250,000 on its common stock. 

This is out of gross earnings for the year 1904 (ending 
June 30) of $9,425,000, with net earnings of $7,905,000. 
This enables it to credit not quite $2,000,000 this year to 
surplus, which, added to the surplus brought from last 
year, makes the total available cash surplus $6,339,000. 

This indicates that trust contro] of the United States 
government is highly profitable when judiciously utilized. 
It explains the general policy of “standing pat” on the 
system of high tariff taxation, which gives the seven 
greater industrial trusts and the 298 lesser industrial 
trusts (capitalized at over four thousand million dollars) 
control of Congress, with power to decide congressional] 
legislation and to select presidents. 

The seven greater industrial trusts of which the Ameri- 
can Smelting and Refining Co. exhibits itself as a prosper- 
ous example, are as follows: 

The Sugar Trust (American Sugar Refining Co. and a)- 
lied corporations), 55 plants; capital $145,000,000. 

The Copper Trust (the Amalgamated Copper Co.), 11 
plants; capitalization $175,000,000. 

American Smelting and Refining Co. and allied com- 
panies, 121 plants; capitalization $201,550,000. 

The Consolidated Tobacco Oo, and affiliated corporations, 
about 150 plants; capitalization $502,915,000. 

International Merchant Marine Co., six other companies 
controlled, with a total capitalization of $170,786,000. 

Standard Oil Co., about 400 plants, with a capitalization 
of 897,500,000. 

United States Steel Co. and controlled properties, about 
785 plants; capitalization §1,370,000,000. 

When these seven “greater industrial trusts” stand pat 
on the proposition that there must be no change in a 
monopoly tariff until it is “readjusted by the friends of the

things” in politics when they gain control of Congress 
and the presidency. 

On this year’s quotations there is a difference of 13 cents 
on the dollar between the prices at which baking powder 
made by one of the “lesser industrial trusts” is sold under 
and outside of the lines of the existing tariff. Baking 
powder shipped outside is sold that much cheaper than 
at home. 

As one of the lesser industrial trusts, the baking pow- 
der combination has illustrated its methods of controlling 
legislation in a way familiar to all in Missouri. In the 
same connection, the Sugar Trust’s check turned up in @ 
“campaign fund” to control the nomination of a candidate 
for governor of Missouri, who was also in the pay of the 
Baking Powder Trust. 

This suggests in a general way what “standing pat” 
means as a method and a process. That it is not an ex- . 
ception but the rule, we know by the sworn testimony of 
the president of the Sugar Trust, given before the special 
cominittee of the United States Senate. “We always do 
that,” he said. “Wherever there is a dominant party, 
wherever the majority is very large, that is the party 
which gets the contribution.” This “politics of business” he 
-explained as the custom of “every individual and corpora- 
tion and firm, trust or whatever you call it.” 

Those who wish more from this source will find it in 
Senate report No. 485 of the second session of the Forty- 
third Congress. 

Thus it is explained that when the trusts “stand pat” 
in control of a dominant party, they “always do that,” 
and “that” is using their surplus to control the result. 

The map of the United States published in the current 
number of the Engineering and Mining Journal, is so 
“speckled” with the locations of the plants of a single 
trust, that if each decided the result in a doubtful congres- 
sional district it would mean the control of a balance of 
power, able to dictate the whole eourso of legislation in 
Congress. 

If “rings” of the same size were printed on this map to 
represent the plants controlled by the seven greater indus- 
trial trusts, the map would be so well covered by these 
alone that there would scarcely be left room for half the| 
plants of the 98 “lesser industria] trusts” which are joined 
with the seven greater at present in standing pat for 
monopoly and the monopoly tariff. 

The monopoly tariff is so framed that duties often run- 
ning as high as several hundred per cent of the values 
on which they are laid will allow American trusts to fix 
prices in the United States. And as fixed these prices 
increase the cost of living about 25 cents on the dollar -of 
what it would be otherwise. 

If this were all it would be serious, but it is far more 
serious that in “standing pat” for this cottrol of prices 
these trusts must contro] the government, must take the 
surplus gained by high priees and use it to prevent un- 
bought votes from deciding results. Trust success in stand 
ing pat certainly means nothing less than this in its 
practice, and if the trust tariff is to be a permanency it 
can mean nothing less than permanent control of the

In Bird Notes and News an informing list has been drawn 
up of the birds that are slaughtered to provide suitable|: 

It begins with the ospreys— 
noting, by the way, that there are no such things as arti- 
ficial osprey feathers, as the shopkeepers affirm—and it ends 
with the roller or Indian jay and the soarlet tanager of 
tropical America. Hardly one of the birds but ts robbed of 
its feathers in ciroumstances of cruelty. Altogether thpre 
are 20 kinds of birds now being exterminated. The fate 
of some of them is more sad than that of the grebe, whose 
satiny white plumage, very like fur. is coming into fashion 
again. The water birds which furnished it are slaughtered 
by thousands fn Russia and North America, and are shot 
most successfully on the great lakes at breeding time At 
that time some species, like the British great-crested grebe,

capital is flowing freely into Scotland. Perhaps 
this is in compensation for the number of 
Scotchmen who have found a career in the 
United States. 


The latest investment is the purchase by a 
New York firm of a large new Highland distil- 
lery. The finest Scotch whisky is to be made in 
this distillery, which {is at Dalwhinnie, on the 
borders of the two big counties of Perth and 
Inverness-shire. 

A large trade is to be done. Besides the works 
and warehouses and malt barns already on the 
site, further buildings are being taken in hand. 
Notwithstanding the counter-attraction of the 
St. Louls World's Fair, a flood of American 
dollars has poured over Scotland this sporting 
season. Lairds of shootings, gillies, hotel pro- 
prietors and shopkeepers have all benefited. 

“Without the American visitors,” said the 
manager of one of the largest hotels in Edin- 
Durgh, “we could not pay our way.” 

Some of the best deer forests are in the hands 
of Americans. Mr. Waterbury may be cited as 
an instance. He rents a castle and forest in 
Caithness-shire and spends a fortune in a few 
weeks in rent, traveling expenses, dogs, ponies, 
gillies, beaters, ammunition, subscriptions to 
social affairs, beside the large outlay in enter- 
taining his many guests in royal fashion. 

But the American manufacturer is fast off- 
getting this outlay and getting back all that 
Amoricans spend here. 

For instance, a start was made last week with 
the workings of the new grain elevators at 
Leith, built by a Michigan firm. 

Elevators are new to Scotland, and these are 
the first erected. The same company is look- 
ing for a site for one in Glasgow. The two ele- 
vators, one for large ships and the other for 
barges, cost $75,000, and the warehouse to hold 
1,000,000 bushels, represents an outlay of $250,- 
¢00. 

Leith dock commission tried an elevator on 
English designs some years ago, but it would 
not work and was discarded as a failure. lt 
fs a novelty to see 350 tons of grain per hour 
discharged out of a steamer, and Scottish mer- 
chants and grain importers are keenly watch- 
ing the smoothly working machinery. A se- 
vere test was made of the accuracy of the auto- 
matic weighing and the elevator’s record tied 
with the figures by hand process. 

At Kilbowle, near Glasgow, the largest fac- 
tory in the country has just been completed. 
It is a new cabinet-making factory, in connec- 
tion with the Singer sewing machine works. It 
is 800 feet long, 80 feet wide, and the six floors 
reach up to a height of 90 feet. In building 
this mammoth workshop, a record was made, 
five months elapsing from the time ground 
was broken to the starting of the machine tools. 

One of the most noteworthy features of this 
year’s harvesting operations in Scotland is the 
manner in which American machinery has been 
adopted. Reapers and binders, threshers and

In Madrid alone, since 1876, 
the number of religious houses has increased 
from about 40 to three times that number and 
the same is true of all the larger cities of the

Foreign importing countries of Europe,

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 22.—If one con- 
sults the Republican managers in Indiana 
for a forcast of the result of the elec 
tion on Nov. 8, he is told that the state 
will give President Roosevelt a plurality 
of 20,000; that certainly nine, and pos- 
sibly ten, Republicans will be returned to 
Congress, and that the legislature will be 
Republican jn both branches, thus insur- 
ing the election of Republican successors 
to Senators Fairbanks and Beveridge. 

If, on the other hand, one inquires of 
the Democratic managers, he will be told 
that Indiana will be Democratic by from 
8000 to 10,000; that the party will elect 
six members of Congress, which will be a 
gain of two; that the Lower House will 
surely be Democratic and the Senate pos- 
sibly so, but, in any event, the party will 
have a majority on joint ballot and elect 
the two United States Senators. 

These are both partisan views and are 
subject to discount in a number of im- 
portant particulars. The Republican esti- 
mate is based on the assumption that the 
party is in as good shape as it was 
four years ago, and this is notoriously 
not the fact. It had many gold Democrats 
with it at that time, and after the election 
Chairman Hernly announced that 25,000 
gold Democrats had voted for McKinley. 

If this were true or even approximately 
true, the gold Democrats gave the party 
its majority and the gold Democrats are 
not with it this year.

“It was a challenge to our civilization

The 
women of the South have a right to an 
unterrified existence and if the iaw does 
not give it to them the people who make 
the laws wiil always act. This may not 
be as it ought to be, but it Is as it is and 
as it will always be until legal retribution 
comes full and swift and terrible. 
“Lastly I believe that separation of the 
race is the only possible and permanent 
healing of the race problem and this view 
I am ready to maintain in any form of 
reason.’’

Games have become 
mere pitchers’ battles and the slugging, 
yelling diamond battles of a few years ago 
are rare in big league games. 

And now all thig is to be changed. How 
it will be changed is not decided, but 
the rules committees will so act that bat- 
ting percentages can next year be re 
turned to more nearly what they were be- 
fore pitchers grew to know their business 
sO well. 

One of the great baseball authorities in 
the country has suggested that a rule be 
adopted stipulating that a strike’ ball must 
cross the plate above the batsman’'s hips. 
Three balls and three strikes or four balls 
and four strikes, but this would merely in- 
crease the number of bases on balls and 
might not help the hitting. 

A rule to move the pitcher’s box back 
several feet is also talked of, and this 
would be advantageous to the batter, in 
that the pitcher would then have to work 

Much harder to make his curves break in 
close. Other plans are being advanced by 
baseball experts all over the country, and 
it is certain the. rules committees’ will 
adopt one of them. 

Of the St. Louis pitchers, Harry Howell 
of the Browns used the spit ball a great 
deal towards the close of the season. For 
the Post-Dispatch he has written an qinter- 
esting account of th¥ result of his experi.

The rea] object of wetting the ball, how- 
ever, is to allow it to slip easily off the 
first and second finger instead of rolling 
off, which imparts a rotary motion and 
makes the curve gradual instead of sharp.

One day in Washington George Mullin of 
the Detroit club was preparing to pitch a 
‘spit’ ball.

Fight Against Union Race Track Was 
Costly, But General Results 
Are Satisfactory. 


BY RICHARD J. COLLINS. 

HH local racing season will be wound 
T up this week. Delmar ‘will close on 

‘Oct. 81 and there wfll be no more 
horse racing in the vicinity of St. Louis 
until next spring. On the whole it has 
been an entirely satisfactory season, It 
hardly proved as profitable as the race- 
track owners would have liked, but this 
‘ts of mo concern to the patrons of the 
game, 

The fight last spring between the Fair 
Grounds and Union ractracks resulted in 
a free gate and a consequent diminishment 
of revenue at both tracks. The clash lasted 
ninéty days. Union lost fully $100,000 in 
the battle and the other side hardly made 
@ny money. Thd Fair Grounds had the 
advantage in location and a superior grade 
of horses, which attracted the big bettors. 
‘A repetition of the disastrous racetrack 
war is not anticipated next year. Union 
is now in the hands of a receiver and no 
matter what disposition is made of the 
plant there is hardly a probability of an- 
other racetrack clash. 

Over $750,000 has been distributed among 
the horse owners by the St. Louls tracks 
this season. The @aily offerings in the way 
of purses and stakes have averaged about 
$3000. This would make a total of $270,000 
for ninety days. Each track gave away 
that amount during the ninety-day fight, 
Which makes a total of $540,000. Since then 
the Fair Grounds and Delmar have hung 
up a total of over $200,000 in stakes and 
purses. This huge sum of money has gone 
to support and feed several thousand head 
of thoroughbreds and their owners, train- 
ers, rifers and attendants. 

Each race horse in training will average 
at least one attendant. This makes a total 
of 2000 individual followers of the racing 
game that must be supported before the 
grind can be proceeded with. The army of 
bookmakers and their clerks must also 
be reckoned with when it comes to fig- 
uring up the grand aggregate cost of the 
racing game. From 20 to % bookmakers 
have been operating right along. Each 
book will average a crew of six men, each 
one of which receives a daily stipend of 
$10. With the track distributing $3000 daily 
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in purses and stalses and the bookmakers 
Paying out ,$1500 daily for clerk hire one 
can form something of an idea as to what 
it costs to run a racetrack. In addition to 
ali this expense the cost of a high class 
ptaff of racing officials must also be consid- 
ered. It costs at least $500 per day to run 
the track itself. This makes a grand total 
of $5000 daily before the owners of the plant 
cah see a profit for themselves. Of course 
there must be money in it or nobody would 
gy be invest in racing ‘plants.

All that any man needs to become a boxer 
is self-control and a desire to learn, If he 
has the latter he can learn the first. Of 
course, many are natural boxers, and learn 
the game much faster thhkn others, but 
any man can learn it in time. As to phys- 
ical disadvantages, boxing will build up a 


physique if it has the slightest ground-, 


work to begin on. 

Now that preliminary talk ts out of the 
way, we will begin with the paraphernalia 
of a boxer. The first thing, of course, the 
gloves. Get big gloves. And I want to say 
right here, while I think of it, remember 


fighting. It !s no credit to you to make a 
man’s nose bleed or blacken his eyes ar 
split his lips. It simply shows that you can 
hit a trifle hard if you have a good oppor- 
tunity, and that you are the Kind of a 
man that will do it when you have a 
chance. Don't do this yourself and don't 
box with a man who tries to do it. 

I'se eight-ouncse gloves. These are big 
and soft and you can hit a hard punch with 
them without doing damage. Get 
of good quality of leather and padding so 
they will not split or pack hard. 

Don't box in your street clothes. Get a 
gymnasium suit, imit your boxing costume 
to that and your shoes. ‘here are a num- 
ber of good grades of boxing shoes of va- 
rious patterns. The kind that are probably 
best in the long run, though a little more 
expensive, are soft b! ack leather with kid 
soles. These are light on the feet it 
is difficult to slip with them on.

Great Pathfinder Irrigation Project 
in Nebraska and Wyoming Will Be 
Carried Out, Though It Will Cost 
$3,500,000. See 


SURVEY WILL BE COMPLETED 
BY CHRISTMAS, SAYS EXPERT 


Two Canon Wails, Sixty Feet Apart 
at Bottom and 160 at Top Will 
Furnish the Bed for the Giant 
Reservoir.

OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 22.—From present in- 
dications, the great Pathfinder irrigation 
project in eastern Wyoming and western 
Nebraska, which has engaged the attention 
of government experts for many months, 
will be carried out. 

The plans include the construction of a 
mountain reservoir with a capacity of 
1,000,600 acre-feet, two diversion dams and 
two canals each 10 miles in length, the 
whole tapping 300,000 acres of heretofore 
arid land adjoining the border line between 
the two states. The project Is one of the 
greatest which the reclamation department 
now has on its hands, though it is not be- 
lieved that the expense will be greater than 
can be comfortably borne by the lands to 
be benefited, 

After a long and trying survey along the 
North Platte, a natural] reservoir site was 
discovered 50 miles above Casper, Wyo. 
Here, between canon walls 60 feet apart at 
the water level and 160 feet apart at the 
top. a 200-foot dam of masonry will be 
built at a cost of $1.000,000. One hundred 
and fifty miles down the river and _ but 
three miles above Guernsey, Wyo., a 90-foot 
diversion dam, to cost probably $700,000, 
will be constructed, and from this point 
it is planned to run a 100-mile canal south- 
eastward through the Goshen Hole region, 
ending at the Nebraska he. 

Nine miles below Guernsey a second 4di- 
version dam will be built and from this 
point another canal will be run easterly 
to a point about midway between North- 
port and Alliance, Neb. The second 4di- 
version dam will be nine feet in height and 
will cost about $100,@0. 


‘There is no question but that the north- 
ern canal is feasible,’’ said United States 
Engineer Arthur Davis today, “‘though a 
complete survey of the route is still to be 
made. On the southern route, however, the 
first thirty miles of country {s rough and 
mountainous. Six miles of tunnels will 
have to be built, the longest single stretch 
being three-fourths of a mile. We know 
nothing about the bedrock at the site of 
tho first diversion dam, and it may cost a 
mulion to put in a foundation there that 
will stay. orings to determine the foun- 
dation rock are now be 
ever, and a survey of 
route is In progress. 
the work complete by Christmas. 

“The land owners of the district, who 
are vitally interested, inasmuch as they 
will have to repay the entire cost of the 
improvement within ten years, are heartily 
in its favor. They have formed an asso- 
ciation whose representatives are constant- 
ly urging irrigation. 

‘The plan is, of course, to allow the 
North Platte to run dry below the reser- 
voir during the period of irrigation, the 
only water left in the\lower reaches being 
in the 90-foot hole above the first diversion 
dam and in a smaller pond above the 
eecond. Through the reservoir dam water 
will be draWn at the bottom; at the two 
others the overflow only will be ” 

Though the experts are not yet in a po- 
gition to make a formal report of cost, 
it is said that the total expense, if both 
canals are built, will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $3,500,000

Some women were 
shaking their heads. toro some 
laughed, but others took the speaker's 
words to heart and clapped them hands, 
Then Mrs. Colby continued: 

‘here are too many alluring entertain- 
ments paid for the rich Nke our up-to- 
date horses ehows,"’ continued Mrs. Colby, 
“where the yourg see the gorgeousness of 
society amd learn‘to crave for the magnifi- 
cence. It is time for the clubwomen of 
lliinois to cultivate backbone and refuge to 
iollow in this wake of extravagance. We 
are encouraging extravayance on every 
hand. We are bringing our children up in 
extravagance and I want to tell you that 
women must siop running wild after the 
fads and expensive fineries for the sake of 
the coming generation if not for our own. 
We must cultivate individual independence 
and not rush to every caprice of fashion.”’ 

“How would you go about correcting this 
evil?”’ Mrs. Coiby wigs asked.

CAME to St. Louis without knowing a thing about the Fair and feeling not at all certain that I should 
be able to even make my expenses. My home is in Greenfield, Mass., and I have had a number of years’ 
experience in photogaphy. Of late I have been doing free lance work, just here and there, where- 

ever there appeared to be an opening. I spent a year among the winter resorts of Florida and afterward went 

to Buffalo, N. Y., where I was two years doing newspaper work on regular assignment. 

Then I came out to the World’s Fair at St. Louis. 
Every paper had all the photographers and all the pictures it could use, and, 
like the toiling writer who offers his first story, I traveled from newspaper office to newspaper office in a vain 
But somehow I failed to make any kind of hit whatever. 
discouraging at first, I will admit, but one day there came a change and I got a good focus on fortune. 
was what you newspaper men would call a picture scoop, I suppose. It had to do with the giant Patagonians.

‘hank for his escape from a stampede. They were both 
up on stepladders 15 feet high, waiting for a parade, 
when ¢he crowd surrounding them began surging. The 
police could do nothing aud the photographers were i 
danger of being knocked from the tops of their ladders, 
till some one called out that the lady photographer was in 
imminent danger. This had the effect of arousing the 
crowd’s chivalry and producing quiet. 

That Mrs. Beals was to be an assiduous as well as @ 
prominent World’s Fair actor was demonstrated on open- 
ing day, when she secured 32 negatives and had prints 
of all ‘of them made unaided, by 6 o'clock 
that evening, ready for the city editors of St. Louis papers 
to inspect. She soon found a market for her work, and

T 1S a singular fact that while the secrets of the Nile’s 
sources have been wrested from it, comparatively li'- 
tle is known of the three great tributaries which by 

their annual outpourings of water and silt made the ancient 
glory of Egypt posible and still make a garden spot 
of the lower Nile valley. The Atbara has become tol- 
erably familiar ground since Sir Samuel Baker’s memorable 
journey in the early sixties. But the Blue Nile is not 
even now wholly and definitely upon the map, though Mr.

nakedness. The banks of the Baro are for long distance, 
occvpied at certain periols of the vear by negroes known 
as the Nuers. ‘They are morose and treacherous and a 
terror to other tribes, but so low in the scale of humanity 
that they have not even the superstitions of other sav- 
ages, nor have they attained tc the knowledge of the bow 
and arrow. Men, women and children are absolutely 
nude, save perhaps for a bit of brass wire about the 
neck. Giants in stature, the men cover themselves with 
gray ashes, their hair is dyed a fierce red, and they knock 
out their front teeth to make themselves look more fear- 
some to their enemies. Armed with vicious, jagged-edged 
spears, they furnish a hideous spectacle. 

Unlike the tribes nearer the foot of the 
plateau, who are a merry, hospitable people, these Nuers 
would have no intercourse with the whites. They showed 
not the slightest curiosity, but if one strayed into camp 
he stalked through it as if it did not exist. Not even their 
wonten seemed to possess any feminine vanity, nor. were 
they attracted by beads or cloth or gay colors. The only 
time the Nuers were aroused to any show of interest was 
when a phonograph was played to them. Then they gath- 
ered about hesitatingly and peered into the horn to see the 
devil who, they concluded, was hiding himself inside. 

From these people no help was obtained, and the ex- 
pedition suffered thereby. The valley of the Baro, like the 
rest of the eastern Soudan valicy, is a vast plain—a great 
marsh in the wet season and dry and brown in the sim- 
mer. After the rains a grass grows up from twelve to 
fifteen feet high. so stiff and thick that it is almost im- 
possible to push through it. When it becomes dry it is 
burned by the natives, in order that their herds may feed 
on the delicate aftergrowth. This was the condition in 
which Mrs. MeMillan found it. The ground was black with 
ashes, the heat intolerable, and the scorching wind blew 
the cinders into face and eyes and hair until life was a 
torment. There is not a stone im all these hundreds of 
miles from the Nile to the foot of the Abyssinian escarp- 
ment, and wood is hard.to get. 

Many times the expedition had to go into camp while one 
of the boats returned down stream for wood; and it finally 
became necessary to sacrifice one of the barges. It was 
broken into grewood. in order that the remainder of the 
fleet might have steam with which to continue up the 
river, This necessitated a long camping upon the marshy 
river bank under distressing conditions of beat while a 
party was sent back toward the Nile to eoilect porters to 
earry the cargo from the destroyed barge. From thence. 
su long as the river was follow ed, 500 blacks carrying bur 
dens journeyed along the banka opposite the boats The 
problem of feeding this multitude was 8 serious one;

foot of the Abyssinian hills, and landed within a stone’ 
chrow of the farthest spot reached by Maj. Marchand. 
Viaj. Austin three years ago was compelled to desert his 
boats soon after leaving the Nile and before reaciing 
Nasser, and so made. the long journey afoot. Maj. Mar- 
chand’s boat steamed to the foothills. But this was in the 
Welt season, and as the water fell he was compelled to 
abardon the vessel at the point of farthest advance and 
tramp back to the Nile. The MeMillan voyage was made 
in the dry season and is thus thought to prove that with 
properly-constructed craft the Baro may be made available 
throughout the year for trade purposes with Abyssinia, 
thus tapping from the rear what the French are strenuous- 
lv striving to obtain from the coast. 

At Pokum new troubles came upon the expedition. The 
down-the-river native porters began to show great terror 
of the war-like Abvssinians who had conquered the native 
Gallas of the plateau, and might, as they feared, enslave 
them. As the mountains were approached they began to 
desert by thirties and forties in the night, without even 
waiting for their pay, and soon none of the 500 were left. 
Relief was expected from Abyssinia, since before Jeaving 
Cairo word had been sent around by sea to have a large 
number of pack animals at the southwest corner of Abvys- 
sinin. The disheartening news came from the plateau, how: 
ever, that disease had broken out among the animals and 
all of them were dead. Weary weeks of effort followed, 
but finally enough animals and men were obtained by the 
help of the Abyssinians for Mrs. McMillan, and by the 
latter part of April her husband was enabled to start 
south with 300 donkeys and mules and 120 men. 

From this point Mrs, MeMillan’s responsibilities began, 
not to end until a thousand miles had been traversed, al- 
though Sir John Harrington accompanied her as far as 
Gore, a military post near the frontier. Her train ccn- 
sisted of 125 pack mules and 60 to 70 porters, a dozen 
of whom were always armed. 

The ascent of the plateau 6000 feet almost straight up, 
along narrow paths, by great precipices, was an undertak 
ing of arduous toil; but the change from the deal level and 
furnace-like heat of the plains to the bracing mildness 
and noble scenery and exquisite verdure of the plateau was 
almost like a transformation of magic. 

These mountains are the Abyssinian frontier, and at the 
top and on entering Gore a formal reception was given Sir 
John: Harrington bv order of Ras Tasamma. the military 
governor of the district and one of the most powerful men 
of Abyssinia.

The work will be sudden, swift and thorough, for within 

three months’ time after the closing day the 200 World’s 

Fair buildings are to be razed to the ground. 

So rapidly will the work go on that the story of the 
creation, reversed, may be suggested. In the beginning 
there will be a world wonderful, glittering and populous. 
On the second day comes chaos, the rush to get away, 
the boxing of exhibitea, shipping of goods and flight to 
every corner of the earth. Then is to follow the storm 
of annihilation that will unroof and lay low the biggest 
buildings in the world. Sheet-tin will rumble like stage 
thunder, there will be a rain of crumbling, powdered staff, 
and clouds of dust will fill the air. Confusion will reign 
amid a deafening din. Gaunt timber skeletons will rear 
themfelves where majestic architectural piles are mar- 
veled at today, and the skeletons in time will tumble into 
heaps. Then on another day the salvage will be hauled 
away, asphalt pavements will be torn up, mountains of 
debrie will be dragged into now hidden pits and chasms, 
the River Des Peres, uncovered once again, will pick its 
lowly way through a desolate white waste of refuse— 
splinters, plaster, broken glass and other debris, mingled 
with the yellow clay—and the World’s Fair of 1904 will 
be but a thing of memory, of picture book and newspaper 
file. 

Only one World’s Fair structure, the Fine A.is Palace, 
will remain permanently to mark the site of the Louis- 
iana Purchase Exposition. 

Then will come a day of rest, of reminiscence and of 
preparation, and once more the hand of creation will 
follow in the wake of the hand of chaos and destruction. 
The work of restoration will begin, and Forest Park will 
assume again the hues of nature that delight the eye 
of tired man.

HE net salvage of the $50,000,000 World’s Fair will 
be to tlhe Exposition company, it is estimated, 
but a paltry $100,000. Isaac S. Taylor, director of 

works of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and men 
who are abouf to compete on the wrecking contracta for 
which he has advertised for bids, supply the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch with information on which that figure is 
bared. 

UI the nearly 200 separate and distinct buildings at the 
World's air comparatively a smal] number were erected 
by the Exposition company. These are the big exhibit 
Lulldings, of course, and from them alone will the Expo- 
sition company realize any salvage in the final demolition. 

‘The wevernment, state and foreign buildings, the Pike, 
aed otner structures erected by restaurant and kindred 
‘vusessionalres must, by terms of contract, be removed 
by the builders, and the Exposition company will not 
profit by the sale of their materia!. 

In a brief three months, it is estimated, will be undone 
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the work of four years, the finished product of the bnild- 
er’s art that stood and served its purpose but for seven 
months. Fifty represents the amount 
spent in providing the most gorgeous spectacle the world 
has ever seen. Half that sum was spent in actual con- 
struction, and the “leavings” of the feast are worth a

hundred thousand doliars. 

“We shall make a clean sweep,” said Isaac 8. Taylor, 
World’s Fair director of works, to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch; “there shall be not one World’s Fair building left 
except that of the Fine Arts. The Administration build- 
ing is a part of Washington University, and, of course, 
reverts to the university. We are now advertising for 
bids, and shal! let the contract to one or more parties 
as the case may be. The buildings will be sold as they 
stand, the wrecking contractor paying us a lump sum for 
them, and making such disposition of the material saved 
as he sees fit. Work is to begin as soon as the exhibits 
are out of the way.

the exhibits and building material away is completed 
there will be little left of them suitable for driving pur- 
poses. 

The work of stripping the vast exhibit palaces of their 
costly displays will begin at midnight Dec. 1, the very day 
on which the Exposition closes. Exhibitors will be in 
haste to get their goods boxed before themselves depart- 
ing for their homes in foreign lands, and there will be no 

lay. 

Traffic Manager Hilleary is already planning to exert 
every energy for their convenience, which means a hasty 
emptying of the World’s Fair. Switch tracks will be 
uncovered and run into every one of the larger buildings, 
thus making possible the loading of shipments in the 
freight cars direct. The departure of the exhibits will 
be much more rapid and more nearly simultaneous than 
was their arrival at the Fair. Much of the goods exhib- 
ited has been sold during the Fair, and other exhibits are 
of such nature that there would be no economy in their 
removal Hence the outgoing shipments will be vastly 
less than were the incoming consignments of freight. 
Without doubt large quantities of stuff will be sold whole- 
sale or auctioned off on the spot. It is expected that some 
articles will be abandoned and that the Exposition com- 
pany will be called upon to make disposition of such and 
yet them out of the way. 

The work of wrecking the World’s Fair divides itself at 
the outset into two departments, that to be conducted 
by the Exposition company under one general contract, 
and that to be done singly by concessionaires, states and 
foreign nations. The Exposition’s end of the job is reck- 
oned to be by far more than half the whole under- 
taking. 

Fiyuring on the exposition proper, an idea as to the 
immensity of the task of wrecking the World’s Fair may 
be had froin statements made to the Sunday Post-Dis- 
pateh by a well known St. Louis contractor, who erected 
several of the big exhibit buildings, and who will bid 
for the contract of tearing them a': down again. 

“There are approximately 70,000,000 feet of timber in 
the Fair buildings,” said the contractor, “About one- 
fifth, or 20 per cent of that timber, will be ruined in the 
wrecking, which leaves, say, 56,000,000 feet salvage. This 
timber can be sold at $8 per thousand, we will say, which 
gives us a salvage of $448,000 out of the timber. The 
iron and steel work in the buildings must as a rule be 
worked over, and having been made especially for its 
present use must be sold at great sacrifice at about 
three-quartera of a cent a pound, which just about pays 
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The salvage on glass. wire, 
slight, and probalb': brings 


the expense of taking it out. 
lead pipe, tile roofing, etc., is 
the total salvage up to $450,000 The plu... s. of 
course, a big item, but it was done, I believe, o.. terms 
by which the company that did the work is to get all 
the pipes and fixtures back. 

“Then comes the cost of saving this material. It costs 
an average of $ a thousand to wreck timber out of a 
building. That gives us a grand total of $350,000 which 
it will cost to get the good timber in the great exhibit 
buildings piled on the ground agnin. The value of the 
material saved, as stated previously, is $450,000, which 
shows a profit of $100,000 and indicates about what a 
firm could afford er for the privilege of wrecking the 
World’s Fair, according to my figures. 

“I estimate that 4000 men will be required to do the 
work in three months, and figure the Inbor at 25 cents 
an hour. The labor will be found right here in and around 
St. Louis. Tearing down is, of course, an entirely differ- 
ent proposition from putting up. In building we were 
obliged to employ skilled mechanics and organized labor. 
Wages of $8 a day were ordinary then, and strikes were 
frequent, but we can depend almost entirely on common 
labor at $2 to $2.50 a day for the wrecking. This does 
not mean that utter recklessness shall prevail, for to 
throw the timbers down from the roofs would be to ruin 
them and to completely wipe out any margin of profit on 
the job. Just as we finished on top in building, so shall 
we begin at the roof in tearing down, and with block 
and tackle, engine and elevator shall carefully unroof and 
lower the material to the ground where it will be piled 
straight and in good order ready for loading in freight 
cars for early shipment to store yards in the city or to 
any out of town customers that may have been found. 
Nearly 18,000 carloads of materia] have gone into the 
Fair buildings and grounds. 

“And right there is another one of the many points to 
be considered in the bidding for such a contract. It is 
not altogether a question as to who can tear down the 
cheapest, but ft is much more a problem of who can sell 
the salvage to the best advantage. The timber in fhe 
buildings is in an excellent state of preservation, and th 
80 per cent of it that is not ruined by cutting or nailing 
should find a ready market. It will be sent to all parte 
of the United States, for such was the experience with the 
Chicago and Buffalo material, and will be used by farmers 
in building barns, by manufacturers in the erection of 
rough warehouses, and in a hundred other ways. The 
bulk of it is 2x4, 2x6 or larger timbers, and is generally 
concealed after erection. Its value is practically unim- 
paired, and it will be sold cheaply. It should bring $8 
a thousand. 

“The iron must nearly all be worked over before being 
put to other use, and will drop in value from $665 to 
$10 a ton. Such glass as is saved will, of course, have a 
value, for it will be unimpaired, and much expensive élec- 
tric and telephone wire will be saved doubtless by the 
companies which did the wiring. The mame will be trove 
of the plumbing. Staff, the white material of which tic 
ivory-colored outer walls are made, being compose: 
largely of plaster paris and gypsum, can be utilized as a 
land fertilizer and may yield some profit to the wreck- 
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ing company. Otherwise it will be used in leveling the 
grounds of the Fair site.” 

The razing of the many smaller structures exclusive of 
the exhibit buildings will, supposedly, proceed at the same 
time the general demolition The strange 
peoples and animals from the Pike will depart to the ut- 
termost parts of the earth.

And when the spirit of the Pike is departed the ghoul 
of destruction will sweep down that picturesque, care-free 
thoroughfare, leveling all before it. The concessionaires 
must tear down their own buildings, and, according to the 
edict of Director Taylor, the stately Alps, which it was 
hoped might remain five years as a summer pesort, must 
go along with the rest. 

There has been some talk of the permanence of the 
British building, which is of brick, and of the Urtited 
States government building, which is the only exhibit 
palace with a steel framework, and of several state build- 
ings, but Director Taylor tells the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
that these must all be removed. 

There has been much talk of the purchase of various 
state buildings by St. Louisans who would convert them 
into country clubs or homes, and a number will in all 
probability be taken down with a view to their re-erection. 
Several have been already sold, in fact, and it is decided 
that certain ones shall adorn the St. Louis suburbs.

Russia's Two Jap

OR twelve years two Japanese, belonging to a very 
humble class of workers, have been drawing a pen- 
sion from the Russian exchequer. Payment has been 

suspended on account of the actual state of war between 
Russia and Japan, but it will certainly be resumed when 
peace is proclaimed, when also the accumulated arrears 
will be handed over. Twelve years ago these two men, 
Kitaga and Mukobata, were jinrikisha men, making 
their living by running between the shafts of those light- 
wheeled chairs which are the hansoms of Japanese cities. 
In May, 1892, the present Czar, then heir to the Russian 
crown, was making a tour of Japan, and the two men 
were selected to pull his imperial highness through the 
streets the day he visited the town and temples of Otsu, 
near Kioto. Mukobata and Kitaga relieved each other in 
running between the shafts of his carriage.

As to whether the la- 
goons will be filled or remain a lake, as to whet walks, 
drives and groves will be laid out, and as to what dis- 
position will be made of the wilderness af plants and 
trees brought to Forest Park by the World’s Fair, these 
are problems for consideration by that committee. The 
Exposition company is under ea $100,000 bond to restore 
the park to the city of St. Louls,and there is an ad- 
ditional bond of $550,000 givem by tadividual directors, 


No restoration plans have as yet been announced by 
the committee, but suggestions have already become nu- 
merous as to the committee’s duties. It is being urged 
that especial care be taken of the many rare plants now 
at the Exposition company’s disposal, many of whieh 
have already been presented to Shaw's garden. 

The use to be made of the Fine Arts Palace after the 
Fair is as yet unannounced, but the Missouri Historical 
Society is putting forward ite claims with a view to in- 
stalling there a museum. Art works and historical relics 
will doubtless fill this one remaining World’s Fair struc- 
ture, and with a restored Forest Park will serve to re- 
mind St. Louis and her visitors for all time to evme of a 
glory that has been.
